GREAT FIRE ON A TRANSPORT. 


While tho United States transport Afeade 
was lying at ihe foot of Folsom-streat, San 
Francisco, on January 3lat, preparing to sail 
for Manila with a thousand troops and supplics, 
fire was discovered in the hold,’ Offcors ‘and 
thon wore slevping, and when they: were aroused 
the flames had yproud to overy part of ho 
chip. Tho men wore quickly landed, and the 
alorm given in the city, Every available tire 
engine and fireboat hurried to the vessel, the « 
soldiers assisting the firamen in fighting tho 
flames, Eight hundrod tarrels of lime storod 
in the hold caught fire, and the mon. were 
constantly driven back by the poisonous fames, 
while the amcke was so donse that those 
who attempted {o rescue their comrades fell 
unconscious, Othors staggered about . like 
drunkon wien, Deeds of the greatest: heroism 
marked the early scenes, At the risk of their 
lives, several of the craw leaped into the hold 
and rescued Captain Wilson of the Meade, who 
was injured and lay unconscious smid the 
burning lime. Captain Dakin, of the fire 
brigade, was overcomo by the fames and ‘killed. 
Two firemen attompting to rescue Lim dropped 
unconscious, nnd were raved after a desperate 
struggle. While the fire was at its height 
there waa constantly danger of an explosion, 
ax large quantities of ammanition wore 
aboard. Only .haroic work provented the 
flanies from reaching the compartment where — 
the powder was stored. ‘Toos' of water 
were pimped into tho hold, and the firo waa at 
last got under coutrol, Two firemen ond the 
third officer of the Meade lost their lives, and 
threo firemen. and one‘of the crew are missing, 
A nowbor of mea were badly injured... The 
forward part of the ship. where the fire slarted, 
contained the porsonal effects of the officers of 
the Second Infantry Regiment and of two 
batteries of artillery going to Manila. Tho 
Meade carved 1,000 tons of genoral supplies and 
also £16,000 in’ gold, which was ssved. ‘The 
fire is believed. to have. been caused by: the

THE COPPER COINAGE. 

The following illuminatini contribution 
appears in the latest commercial supplement of 
the London Tames. It waa written by a corres- 
pondent at Shanghai :— : 

Ono of the most serious of tho internal prob- 
Jems. before the Chinese Government arisas 


‘out of the’ depreciation of the copper edinage, |~ 


the currency of the people. From time 
jmmomorial China has bad a coinage, ond by 
the year 680 B.C. it was well regulated im 
weigut and shope, The enriiest round coins 
date from the fiffh-eentury B.C., and since that 
tine China has never becn without her round 
‘copper coin’ with a squire hole—a respactabls 
Jifo of twenty-livo centurias. “At various times 
there have been temporary changes of size und 
weight, but on tho wholo the coins have been 
unaltered in both respects for many conturies. 
Tho present writer butween 38700 and 1880, 
before tho melting down  begay, found 
among strings of common “cash” -in daily 
circulation numoroua specimens, of the timo, of 
Queen Elizabeth, wnany of Plantagenet timos, 
not n-fow-dating tn pman-Congiest, 
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and some oveu as varly as tho timo of Alfred— 
all, in’ this pocketless land where coins are 
strung in rolls, in porfeotly serviceable condition, 
THE CURRENCY OF THE PEOPLY. 

Many [people have said it, but it must be 
ropeated until itis fully understood, that this is 
the carrency.of the people, in which the dnily 
tranractiond of funy banded millions ure carriad 
on, The impertor and the exporter hayo an 
exchanpa question tver present; tho wholosale 
doalor buys and sells with-onnces (taols) of silver 
bullion; but tho artisan and the farmer sell the 
products.of their labour for a sum ia copper 
coin, and in the same coin buy what will suflice 
for their daily needs, And this ooin is not the

LORD ROTHSCHILD'S EMIGRATION 
SCHEME. . 


Last month 200 families whom Lord Roths- 
child generously offered to emigrate loft England 
for Canada. ‘The scheme is an experiment, the 
successful issu of which it is believed will form 
the basis of an important plan to solve the un- 
employed question. 

Lord Rothschild’s Committee have set thom- 
selves to prove, among others, the following 
points :—Thatan adult: person can be emigrated, 
given o complete outfit of clothes, anda small 
put of money, at a cost of only £10. That by 
carefully choosing the emigrant he will in time 
refund the grostor part of the money. advanced 
to him, thus enabling others to be sont out, 
That work can be found ‘for families before their 
arrival, and that they can go straight into 
situations on thelr entry into Canada. There 
will thus ba no danger of families being stranded 
holpless on the otber side. That by followingthese 
lines on a largo seale it will be pussible to greatly 
reduce the poor rates in the various distriets, 
and that, therefore, it must be advisable te con- 
sider grants in-aid of-the emigration of auitable 
subjects, who would repay the money thus 
advanced aa circumstances permitted. In sbort, 
it ia hoped that practically the whole.of the 
sum expended will be repaid to the committes, 
svho will immediately assist 200 more families 
to emigrate. But it ig strongly telt by the 
committee that the emigrants must not bo 
crippled in their new start in lifo by an undea- 
your to repay the money at once, and and it will 
be left to the men’s sense of honoar ta do their 
utmost in thiq direction. E 

A great proportion pf the emigrants: bave 
oxpressed a keen desire'to repay the fund, as it 
gives thom a feeling of independence, aud will

DEPRECIATING THE COPPER COINAGE. 

When 30 yeare ago the depreciation in the 
yaluo of silver began, copper became relatively 
appreciated ; and malefaclors of ‘all conditions 
braved the terrors of the law—which: decrocs 
tho death ponalty to thos» who melt down tho 
coin of the realm—and the fine full-weight 
coins of the 18th and previous centaries begun 
to find their way to tho melting pot. Twenty 
years ago a deficiency in’ the circulating 
modium was noticoable, and by Imperial order 
ail the mints took steps to supply tho demand ; 
this was done from pure patriotism or, loyalty 


-ood at a lose, and since (hen the minting of 


single cash pieces hag not sufficed to make good 
tho wastago. Matters became critical, thero 


‘was a real atringoncy in the copper copper coiu 


market, aud disountout of. tho Kind that lesds 
riot and rebellion became rife, Then 
the mints discovered that thore wasa derhand to 
bo supplied, and that in supplying that demand 
thore was the prospect of conyideruble prolit ; 
quite naturally they stepped into the breach, 
and: in benefiting themself benefited also the 
nation clumouring for cain. To most Ue 
domand for “cash” they issued token coins of 
the face valno of ten. “cush,” and ander proper. 
regulation these would hayo continued to meet 
a real need of the people; but it is precisely 
regulation which bas been Jacking, : 
‘Mach bas been made of differences of design, 
weight and composition in the coins issued by 
the varions provincial mints, but in the main 
these differences may be disregard. 4, In 
geueral tls “ten cash” coins have been found 
on assay to contain 7°25 grammes of, pure 
copper, and at £58 a tou the copper in LOD of 
them has on, Intrmsic value of 12d.; in the 
exchangs, equivalent the token coin -has on 
intvinsio value about half that of the standard, 
since in 1,000 ordinary eash of to-day the

In 
Fukion the Tartar general, titular upholder of 
tho Manchu conquest, dissatisfied at seeing the 
profits rolling into the Viceroy’s treasury, has 
set up bis own mint to isxuo these coius, 
There hus been much talk, too, of over-iseue, 
butvin fact there has born noneasyet. In 1903 
tho- output was less than in 1900, and in the 
latter your it hay beon estimated at 1,75 ‘000.000 
pieces, 4} per capita, of about a penny & head 
for the whole Empira of China; 14 is probable 
that the total output to the end of 1905 will not 
excced 6,000,000,000, The whole ontput was 
readily absorbed, ea it came to supply an actual 
deficiency. At the ond of 1903 the various 
provincial autborities were restricting the 
‘shipment of the coin outside their own jarisiio- 
tion, and wore at the same time making every 
offort to anconrage its introduction from othor 
provinees, the reagon for both measures being & 
stateamanlike desire. to relieve the money 
stringoncy pressing on the poorer classes, 
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have not been fulfilled. ' The seignorage on this 
eoinage may be put at 50 por cent., and as mot- 
ters stand in China, with o Goveroment of 
good: credit in financial circles but not re- 
gordfal of its revponsibilities, the wholo of 
this seignorage, certainly tho entire accumu- 
lation of the paat' threo years, should have 
bean’ set uside to form a reserve fund, to 
maintain the value of tho coin in the market, 
and to make good: the losa to the Governmont 
in receiving it for taxes, Instead of this, the 
avignorago has been regarded as recurring 
income; we have seen memorials and edicts 
referring to the allocation of revenue from this 
source for cortain specified. public purposes ; we 
havo sean a viceroy commanded to restrict his 
output to o million pieces » day, aud pleading 
in reply that his public commitments required 
him to exceed that’ amount, because he had 
counted om tho ravooue therefrom, and it is 
generally known that the whols of the seignor- 
age is at once absorbed, ‘Thon, for the third 
condition, it is probable that the issuing mint 
would at once admit it own liability to rooeive 
tho coins at the same rate os it paid them out; 
bats mint issues and does ‘not take in, and in 
China no offica is under much ef on obligation 
to any otber office, and it is very certain that 
the coins, will not be received at face valaa in 
‘payment of (axes.

THE. AMERICAN NAVY. 


This year tho United States Navy not only 
makes its greatest gain in slips, it also adds to 
its fighting strength some of the most riilcient, 
the fnatest and the beat equipped warships over 
floated. Pefore the year is out. raven big battle- 
ships, four armoured, cruisers and two protected 
cruisers will be added to the United States 
Nary. if the present’ rate of construction is 
maintained, ‘This will be the greatest increase 
in any ono year of the history of the American 
navy, and it will advance materially. the ravk 
of the United States o8 a naval power, All 
the new vessels represent a high type and 
all that is modern in naval architecture. 
Tio battleships to be added within the ycar 
are the Virginia, Nebraaka, Georgia, New Jersey, 
Rhode Island, Connecticut and Louiiana, 
The two last named have a tonnage of 16000 
each, while the other fire hore a tonnage 
of 14,918 each. The four armoured cruisers are 
tho California and South Dakotas, of 13,6-0 
tona ench, and the Tervessee and Washington 
of 14,500 each, while the protected cruisers 
aro the Sé, Lowis snd Milwaukec, of 9,700 
tons each. -For the prosent at least the 
Virginia holds: the baitleship record of 19.08! 
knots, made during a four-hour ran in the open ; 
sea. This shows her to be not only the! 
sprediest United States battleship vfloat, 
but os fast as avy ship “of her ‘chiss in 
avy navy. When the Loudaana the other | 
day casily exceeded her required upped, | 
moeking 18924 knots, the performance was | 
bailed as a remarkable achievoment, but the 
Virginia's record was never in serious danger, 
and is not likely to be exceeded by the Idaho, 
the last: battleship to be launched,. whosé speed 
requirement is only 17 knots. In other rempects, 
‘however, the Zdaha, though smaller, will be a 
more up-to-date ship than some.of her cousorts. 
She is ovoa botter equipped than the Missiesipyz, 
which was lnunched in September, Elec- 
tricity is used aboard the Idako to a greater 
extent that ever before attempted on a 
warship. Her watertight bulkhead doors of 
the “long-arg” system are closed by 
electricity from the pilot house, thus giving 
assurances that the ship will bo rendered 
unsinkable in case of emergency at rea, In this 
respect tho latest: American warships, over 30 
in all, have an immense advantage over any 
other nation’s na’ For tho machinery to be 
operated by electricity, the wires pass through 
indestraclible steel tubes, with soparate counec: | 
tions at every gun. The purpose of this equip- 
ment is to make it: impossible for a foo to disable 
the machinery, og was the ense in the nasal 
pattles betwean Russia atid Japan, when the 
machinery of nearly every Russian chip was shot 
to picoos by tho expert Japauese guanors, 
disbling the fighting force, but othorwiso loay- 
ing the ships unharmed and therefore valuable

CHINESE “SLAVERY.” 


AN IMPARTIAL DESCRIFTION, 

' On a vexed question, remarks a London con; 
temporary, it ig always well to have the opinion 
of an ontsider, and the report of the American 
Consul—Consul-Goveral Kagsdale—at 'Tientsin 
to the United States Department of Commerce 
and Labour, throws a ‘‘atrenm of, facts” ou to 
the question of the recruiting of the Chinaman 
who is to’ serve in the Forth African mines. 
Tho following is an abstract,of his report :— 

‘The coolies arrive in lots of fvom twa to three 
hundred at the coast depot of Chingwanto, from 
inland collecting, stations, and aro placed in o 
small detention compound, Each one is stripped 
and examined by the docsters. Those sccepted 
ave scrubbed with soap, vaccinated, photographed, 
aud their identification. cards written up. 
They are then ushered into the largo compound, 
where they remain till the next transport sails. 
In the mosntime they oro furnished with a copy 
of the contract they are to sign,.both in Chinese, 
and English, At nll hours of the day special 
Chioese clerks take them individually, und 
explain each clause of the contract, in the simp- 
lost. manner possible, and in every detail, until 
each ooolie understands where he is going, for, 
what purpose, end urder what con'litons 
—and in what manner ho will bo brought 
back to his own country. These . Chinese 
“instraetora” are under the control of the 
Chinese “ protector,” a British Covernment 
official, in no way cor nected with the ‘Transvaal 
mines.” His dntieg “sre to seo that votil the 
coolie leaves China the while man adher-s, both 
in letter and apirit, to his part of the contract; 
that ouch coolie undorstands what ongagement 
ho is ontering into, and that he enters inte-this 
engagement of his own free \will, and not 
because of outside pressure, The day 
before. shipping the enolies ave taken in lots 
of ten to the offiee of the Chinexe “ pro- 
tector,” for o final examination in the 
catechism of what they aro about to contract 
for. Tho questions asked are many, and 
cover every possible point on which could 
hang a misunderstanding, The following are 
some of the questions :— Where are you poiup ? 
How long will you be ut sea? What will 
happen whon you arrive in the ‘Transvaal? At 
what wll you work ¥ Can you work as carpen- 
ters, machinirta, ete. At what wawes* Can 
you leave money in Chinn, for your family ? 
ow mach? How many hours will you work a) 
doy ? How many a week ¥. .:. These 
questions are put til] ull understand, und finally 
the ecoolies are usked if any of them wish to 
change their wind, There ix no punishment. 
for doing so, they ure told, and nothing to pay 
for the food and lodging they havg hud while 
waiting. All they bave to do is to walk out of 
the compound, Ouly one in two hundred does 
so; and any excnse is accepted—cr vos asked, 

Next day is the final medical exmmination wand 
shipment, In a large hall stand or squat some 
20) coolies in rows along the wall. Their only 
clothing is a pieco of ‘xtring with a paper tay. 
They aro choeked and examine one by one, and 
pass inte the next rgom but one, where there is 
a warm wator tank. Here they leave the soil of 
China hebind them, and, parsing into the 
dressing-roop, put on new vlean clothes, shows, 
Delis, socks, and straw hate. They are now in 
blue uniforms, on the frost of which, in Chinese 
characters, js the legend “Nan Fei Li Katig.” 
Tn the next room ore three desks, with, Chinee 
clerks aud a foreign supervisor, At the 
first desk the paper tag is changed for a lead 
disc. At the second desk the covlie arranges 
for o portion of his wages to be paid in Chinn 
each month to his wife, father, or other person 


® coupon pags-book, At the next desk he finds 
the paymaster. Hero he receives thirty-eight 
dollars, which is two months’ pay, with oight 
dollvrs bonus, -Tho- money is laid out and 
counted in front of him. Tt ie (hen pucked 
into a small tin pan, which will letter. serve 
bim as a rice bowl, and he ix passad into the 
next room, where he signs his contract, Before 
this, however, he has one wore chauce to retreat 
if he wishes, No one has ever retredted at this 
point. . ; 

‘Lhe next room is a long hall divided length- 
wise by ao iron grating. On tho one side the 
hall opens into ihe cutside world; pu the other 
is the compound, Itvis here ‘that the South 
African Chinese labourer bids farewell: to Lis 
family and h’s creditors. It is not a pathotic 
sight. If his creditors leave. him, wny of his 
newly-aequired wealth, his relatives arguo with 
hin for it; anil fortuuate is the coolie who 
escapes to the next room with any money. 
‘ , Hero he receives his kit buy, containing 
a full’ winter outfit, and everything be con 
possibly need on the trip, including a small 


lent pillow with folding legs to serve as a 


seat by day. The coolies walk -out with their 
bags on their baoks, enter the train, aud are 
taken at once to the dack, whence thoy arc taken 
to the transport. Everything .ix’ clean and 
comfortable for them ; and they rail away with 
no work to da for u month and all {hey cau eat. 
They are a cheerful craw.
